Since  sending  out  our  last  year’s  catalogue,  it  i s evident  that  the  culture  of  Dahlias 
has  jumped  ahead  by  leaps  and  bounds.  1923  registered  more  Dahlia  Shows  than  ever. 
There  is  nothing  to  hinder  1924  being  our  banner  year. 

I was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  attend  the  1923  San  Francisco  Dahlia  Show  on 
returning  from  a poultry  judging  engagement  at  the  State  Fair,  Sacramento,  and  was 
honored  by  being  placed  on  the  list  of  judges.  I found  both  at  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles  that  the  California  varieties  were  in  the  great  m.ajority.  The  same  thing  seems 
to  work  out  in  our  own  experinrents.  If  it  were  not  for  our  very  large  collection  of  im- 
ported English  Cactus,  our  fields  would  be  almost  exclusively  California  varieties.  We 
are  especially  strong  on  such  leaders  as  Bessie  Boston  and  Broomall  productions.  We 
predict  a great  future  for  that  wonderfully  beautiful  Broomall  dahlia  “Mr,  Crowley,” 
This  should  do  well  in  the  east  and  we  are  offering  it  this  season.  We  have  made  it  a 
business,  the  past  season,  to  test  out  several  of  the  Judge  Marean  varieties.  Mrs.  I.  de 
Ver  Warner  is  the  one  outstanding  popular  Marean  variety  in  California. 

At  Los  Angeles  again  this  year  we  were  awarded  First  on  Cactus  Dahlias,  included 
in  our  exhibit  were  such  varieties  as  F.  W.  Fellows,  Mrs.  Alfred  Harvey,  Mrs.  D.  B. 
Crane,  Sweetbriar,  Amber  Glow,  Los  Angeles.  We  were  also  fortunate  in  taking  First 
on  Show  Dahlias,  these  included  such  varieties  as  Mrs.  J.  P.  Smith,  Tom  Jones,  King 
of  Shows  and  General  Miles. 

Our  1923  Seedlings  have  been  more  wonderful  than  ever — the  admiration  of  our 
many  visitors.  We  have  several  1922  Seedlings  that  show  great  promise. 

It  is  important  to  collect  seed  from  varieties  possessing  good  habit  and  stem, 
flowers  of  good  formation,  size  and  color.  We  have  discarded  Geisha  entirely  although 
in  the  past  this  variety  has  been  a popular  mother  plant.  Besides  we  are  not  favorable 
to  procuring  peony  type  seed.  Our  1923  seed  is  the  very  choicest  we  have  been  able 
thus  far  to  select  for  ourselves  and  our  customers.  One  of  these,  winning  first  prize 
at  his  show  on  a U.  S.  A.  Seedling  from  our  seed,  has  enthusiastically  come  back  for 
more. 

When  we  pride  ourselves  on  the  quality  of  our  field  grown  tubers,  we  mean  to 
convey  the  idea  that  they  are  not  the  ordinary  over  stimulated  garden  stock  but  are 
clean,  bright,  not  too  coarse,  free  from  disease  and  are  sent  out  to  grow  strong  plants 
as  they  are  doing  here  with  us. 

We  now  have  a splendidly  equipped  plant  and  hope  to  handle  the  1924  business 
according  to  our  customers’  requirements.

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CULTURE  OF  DAHLIAS 


It  is  as  well  to  understand  what  the  dahlia  tuber  is  and  how  obtained. 
In  the  first  place  it  is  a division  from  a clump  of  tubers  radiating  out  from 
the  base  of  the  plant’s  stem  underneath  the  ground.  These  enlarged  roots 
have  to  be  cut  with  a piece  of  the  adjoining  stem,  or  color  as  we  term  it,  as 
this  is  the  only  place  where  sprouts  originate,  and  it  is  best  to  let  the  eyes 
develop  in  the  spring  before  cutting  up  the  clump,  as  there  are  many  blind 
tubers,  that  is,  there  are  not  enough  eyes  to  serve  all  the  tubers  on  the 
clump. 

A sprout  on  the  tuber  can  be  destroyed  after  planting  by  insects  drill- 
ing into  it,  by  allowing  it  to  become  too  dry,  or  by  planting  too  deep  in  wet 
soil,  thereby  rotting  it.  These  are  matters  that  should  be  understood,  and 
which  the  shipper  cannot  be  held  accountable  for.  Stock  at  present  is  all 
government  inspected,  so  as  to  insure  only  healty  stock  being  received. 
Fortunately  the  dahlia  is  very  free  from  disease. 

We  hold  a Nurserymen’s  License  from  the  Department  of  Agidculture, 
Sacramento,  Calif. 

In  planting  have  the  soil  rich  and  friable.  They  will  stand  lots  of  fer- 
tilizing with  rotted  barn-yard  manure  well  mixed  in  soil  or  the  commercial 
fertilizers.  Tubers  are  planted  about  six  inches  deep,  but  only  a part  of  the 
soil  placed  back  in  the  hole  at  first  till  sprouts  get  well  started.  Select  only 
one  strong  sprout,  cutting  away  others  that  may  appear.  Allow  the  plant 
to  throw  out  four  or  six  laterals  or  side  stems  and  then  pinch  out  the  middle 
leader  of  plant.  This  makes  a bush  of  from  four  to  six  stems. 

Two  things  are  important  in  planting : Always  place  the  tuber  flat  on 
its  side,  never  on  end,  and  have  stakes  driven  or  wires  or  trellis  in  place  at 
time  of  planting,  tying  the  young  plant  early  before  getting  broken  down 
by  the  wind. 

There  are  various  methods  of  growing  dahlias.  Some  prefer  sunken 
beds,  some  plant  on  ridges,  and  others  employ  level  culture,  and  in  applying 
water  some  prefer  flooding  in  sunken  beds,  some  water  in  furrows  and 
others  prefer  overhead  irrigation.  Our  own  best  dahlias  are  grown  from 
plants  that  are  staked  between  three  and  four  feet  each  way  or  are  tied  up 
in  rows  on  long  trellises.  The  plants  ranging  some  two  feet  apart.  Some 
varieties  need  much  more  room  than  others  according  to  the  character  of 
growth. 

After  frost  the  tops  are  cut  back  and  lower  stems  allowed  to  dry  up, 
then  stems  are  cut  off  a little  above  the  ground  and  the  clumps  dug  around 
and  lifted  out  and  stored.  They  must  not  be  frosted,  neither  allowed  to 
wilt,  so  it  is  best  to  put  them  away  in  sand  or  loose  dirt.
